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The  Academy  Drum  and  Biif,de  Corps  wa.s  (irganized  .seven  years  ago.  Since  then 
it  has  made  itself  an  essential  part  of  every  football  game  and  of  every  patriotic  cele- 
bration. The  Corps  is  composed  of  fifty  girls  in  six  imits:  snare  drnms,  bass  drums, 
panel  bugles,  tenor  bugles,  bass  bugles,  and  tlie  twirlers.  The  five  miisucal  units  bring 
harmony  to  the  melodies,  and  the  six  twirlers  furnish  entertainment  in  a  disjilay  of 
dextrous  skill.  The  majestic  drum  major  is  an  expert  Iwirler;  her  daint\  highstepping 
makes  her  the  center  of  attention  whenever  the  Corps  march.  This  Ihey  do  at  all  foot- 
balls games,  at  occasional  basketball  games,  on  IVcoration  Day,  and  on  Labor  Day. 

The  Corps  is  almost  entirely  independent  financially:  expenses  are  met  by  proceeds 
from  the  two  skating  parties  and  the  dance  which  it  sjumsors  each  year.  Miss  Meyette 
supervises  the  drills;  Miss  Schweitzer,  the  music.

In  seven  shifts  of  si.xteen  each — a  siiift  for  every  period  and  two  for  fourth 
period — the  monitors  (|uietly  guard  our  portals.  A  round,  gold  and  blue  badge  signifies 
a  monitor;  this  badge  must  be  worn  by  Ihe  monitor  until  he  is  relie\e(i  b\  I  lie  inoiiilor  of 
the  next  sliifl;  liius,  Ihe  guard  is  conslant. 

Door  monitor  number  one  is  captain  of  his  force,  lie  is  responsible  for  llic  conducl 
and  attendance  of  the  other  monilors,  and  for  the  colleclioii  of  the  al  lendaiue  slips.  The 
duties  of  Ihe  monitors  include  checking  on  the  })eople  enleriiig  and  leaNing  the  building, 
conducling  strangers  lo  the  oflice,  and  being  generally  helpful  lo  anyone  who  needs  aid. 

Besides  Ihe  regular  monitor  force,  there  are  two  other  types  of  monitors:  Ihe  cafeteria 
monitors  and  the  office  a.ssislants.  The  duties  of  the  former  are  to  keep  Iraflic  in  the 
cafeteria  untangled,  the  aisles  clear,  and  general  conduct  creditable.  The  ( ffice  a,s- 
sistants,  of  which  there  are  eighteen,  run  errands,  receive  phone  calls,  and  help  the  oflice 
force  as  much  as  possible.
